COLE GALLERY INVITATIONAL 

The 61st Annual Memb^s Exhibition , 
op^iing on August 21st, will feature a 
Cole Gallery Invitational for an inaugural 
showing by the Society of Connecticut 
Sculptors. Over thirty reliefs and pedestal 
works will be on view. This newly formed 
organization seeks to encourage and 
promote Connecticut’s sculptors working 
in the representational style and to foster 
an appreciation and development of 
artistic work of the highest quality. 


On Wednesday, Sq)tember 22nd at 7pm, 
independ^t scholar, writer and lecturer 
Steph^ May will preset an illustrated 
lecture in the galleries. The program, 
"Revisiting the White City: American Art 
at the 1893 Chicago World’s Fair," is 
jointly sponsored by the Lyme Acadrany 
of Fine Arts, the Florence Griswold 
Museum and the LYME ART 
ASSOCIATION. 

Mr. May explains, "Showcasing the 
progress of mankind - particularly in the 
United States - its awesome display of 
American architecture, art and 
technological prowess proclaimed this 
country’s arrival as a world pow^." 

In addition to discussing the Fair ’s 
significance as a milestone in American 
painting, sculpture, and architecture, Mr. 
May will place in historical context the 
work of the Old Lyme artists whose work 
was displayed in Chicago in 1893.

AWARDS EXHIBITION 


The 17th ANNUAL FALL EXHIBITION will feature a COLE/GOODMAN 
GALLERY AWARD EXHIBITION from September 25th thru October 24th. 
Area artists (with the exception of LAA artist membo's) are eligible to .sub mi t 
a maximum of two paces of original art work to the jury for the AWARD 
EXHIBITION. Thae will be a hanging fee of $10 for the first piece and $5 for 
the second. 

We will be offaing a total of $375 in cash awards to the four outstanding 
works selected by a five artist awards team. $150. for best-of-show, $100. - 1st 
prize, $75. - 2nd prize and $50. for 3rd place. 

A detailed show prospectus should be available the first week of September.
